In this year of tlio hundredth anni- 


vcrsa ry of tho Declaration of our nation- 
al independence, all are thinking of the 
time wlien the United States were Eng- 
lish colonies, struggling for existence. 
A comparison of our country now and 
then, seems to murk contrast^iatherlhan 
development. For scattered settlements 
there aro crowded cities and millions of 
miles of cultivated farms. 


All are familiar with the decade fol- 


lowing 1775. 
In it a government lor 


tho people, with church and state dis- 
tricts, 'camo into existence. 
Peace and 


liberty removed the obstructions from 
labor, and with the discovery of coal 
gave a new impetus to manufacturing. 
In the next decade came the ^invention 
of the saw-gin and tho establishment of 
the cotton mill, and cotton became a 
staple product of the United States- At 
the beginning of the 10th century, men 
in America as well as Europe were turn- 
ing their attention to steam, and the 
first passenger steamboat traversed the 
Hudson in 1807. Two decades passed, 
and a two mile railway was laid in 
Mass. 
Fifty years later 75,000 miles of 


railway cross the country in every di- 
rection. In 1833'the people were iltnmi- 
natality the discovery ot the "Lucifer 
match." Scarcly ten years and the 
sewing machine came to lighten the la- 
bor ol women. In the same decade the 
telegraph electrified the world, and now 
has bound the continents together. 


Art and literature have received lib 


eral attention. The fertile soil, mineral 
wealth aud variety of climate, render 
this one of the richest countries in the 
worloj. 


.Our public school system makes at 


least sonic education possible to all ; 
while more than live hundred colleges 
have been added to the nine of licvoln- 
•tmriary time. 
Wo have writers of fic- 


tibn and history and poetry and theolo- 
gy, almost without number, and the 
names of Webster ami Edwards and 
Longfellow will not soon pass awav. 


It soeme almost incredible that a'hun- 


dred years havo produced such changes. 
Other countries have not advanced so 
rapidly. But the cnd-is-not yet. 
It may 


be that at the close of another century 
men will wonder that we have made so 


nnd all that sort of thing in moderation. 
No, indeed ! We like it ourselves, some- 
limes. 


Anollicr fallacy is lhat a young man cnn 


not be a gentleman of refinement unless he 
smokes cigars, drinks wine and swears, 


Anolher mistake of many good people is 


that heaven made them a little belter than 
anybody else, and it is their mission* to 
mind everybody's business but their own. 
These are the people who mako so many 
heart-tidies and blight so many lives, and 
ruaku so much mischief generally, because 
they imagine their mission on earth ia lo 
bo minding other people's business. 


MissJDocia Gates then counseled tho 


audience to "Drink at the fountain of 
knowledge and quench the thirst of cu- 
riosity." put from the side of a Jrocky 
mountain gushes u spaikling fountain; 
its silver waters kissed by .the golden 
sunbeams. We dip the cool waters, we 
drink, we arc strengthened for mental 
labor. 
Not far distant there is another 


fountain, turbid and filthy. Alas! there 
arc some who drink from this ! There 
are 
muddy 
fountains of knowledge 


wllosc waters can only disgrace. Pass 
them by. The waters of the clear f&un- 
tain are lasting. It is not alone a thing 
of beauty, but of utility; without it the 
green grass would wither, without it the 
traveler might not quench his thirst.— 
Without the fountains of knowledge ig- 
norance would rule the earth, peace 
would not reign, and order would be 
turned to chaos. Long ago men hasten- 
ed to the Pierian spring for inspiration. 
But that fountain ia not within our 
reach. We maff 
not drink inspiration 


from it; but there arc innumerable foun- 
tains ot knowledge from which, wo may' 
drink. The books npon our shelves are 
inexhaustablo fountains. The schools 
aro another fountain. 
At one of these 


wo have been drinking for . four short 
years. This fountain still flows; accept 
its offering and quench your thirst. 


Then came the closing essay of the 


evening and valedictory, by Miss Leona 
Childs: 


"Who hath not a mission? some work 


to do?" It may not bo great 
It may be 


only to aid the weary and the weak, but 
life ia full of little missions for us all.— 
Some may say that they have no miss- 
Ion, but is it true? We may not have 
the ability to perform the work of a Lu- 
ther or a Lincoln. It is hard for us to 
realize that our work must be tho hum- 
blest kind, but if it is so, let us take our 
place at the foot of the ladder, and do 
truly and faithfully our life work. But 
finding what our mission is, is only the 
beginning. Some one has said "Whether 
I am happy or unhappy in life is not my 
chief concern. 
What first concerns me 


is to find my work in life, to recognize 
it and lo do it." Are we performing 
our life work? Let us look the question 
full in the face. 
Let us work for noble 


ends. Let 113 do our life work cheerfully, 
"bear it ou bravely, lay it down tri- 
umphantly."
